Laos shadow war 
won t diminish 
by Senates action

BANGKOK (UPI) — The Senate action 
vote to bar the use of U.S. combat troops 
in Thailand and Laos would limit but in 
no way scale down what is known as 
America’s “ shadow war” in Southeast 
Asia. 
The “ shadow war’’ being fought in the 
landlocked kingdom of Laos already in­ 
volves a major U.S. commitment. Fear 
that It would continue to escalate led to 
the Senate’s vote Monday. 
The ban, approved by a 78 to 11 vote 
in secret debate, was written into a 
$69.3 billion defense appropriations bill 
that was approved 85-4. 
For at least five years, the United 
States has been involved in a war in 
Laos against Communist Pathet Lao 
torces and recently an estimated 50,000 
North Vietnamese troops. But U.S. pres­ 
ence has been covert and overshadowed 
by the Vietnam conflict. Thus the name 
* ‘shadow war. ” 
In 1969 there was a major increase 
in fighting and for the first time the 
U.S. government officially acknowledged 
it was engaged in activities such as 
bombing and giving logistics support to 
Laotian troops. 
That remains only apart of the picture. 


The war in Laos has cost the United 
States at k&*t fit. billion in the past year 
— the $90 miuxon aid program only a 
fraction of the amount. 
Since the U.S. planes stopped bomb­ 
ing North Vietnam mere than a year 
ago, an estimated 250 American aircraft 
have been lost in Laos. 
There is no accurate figure available 
on how many Americans have been killed 
in Laos. Airmen killed or missing in 
Laos are reported among casualties in 
the Vietnam War. The same 
porting 
system is used for U.S. Gree^ 
Jerets 
killed when sent from Vietnam bases 
into Laos on intelligence gathering mis­ 
sions. 
In addition, 
several American CLA 
agents were believed killed in Laos while 
serving as ground air controllers or 
advisers. Some CIA agents were Green 
Berets who resigned to perform essen­ 
tially the same job they did in the mili­ 
tary. 
The U.S. Senate measure would only 
prevent use of defense appropriations 
for American combat forces in Laos. 
Nothing in the measure would prevent 
the further U.S. escalation in the “ sha­ 
dow war’’ in terms of bombing or 
clandestine activities. 


FBI force hits Newark area 
50 arrested in crackdown 


NEWARK, N.J. (UPI) — One hundred 
FB I agents swept through the Newark 
area Tuesday and arrested 50 persons 
in a crackdown designed to smash Ma­ 
fia-controlled rackets linked by govern­ 
ment sources to allegedly corrupt public 
officials in New Jersey. 
Five other persons named in two fed­ 
eral grand jury indictments were still at 
large but federal men were tracking them 
down. FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover call­ 
ed Tuesday’s action “ the largest series 
of federal gambling arrests ever con­ 
ducted in this area.” 
Included among those brought in hand­ 
cuffs to the U.S. Courthouse in Newark 
was Simon “ Sam the Plumber” De Cav- 
alcante, described by law enforcement of­ 
ficers as the boss of a 60-member Mafia 
family whose organization is centered 
here but which reaches into neighbor­ 
ing states. 
The largest bail for any of those ar­ 
rested was $75.000 for De Cavalcante

Martha Ann Schooner, 27, of 701 E. 
Pine Ave., Space 9, was arraigned in 
Lompoc Justice Court today on charges 
of involuntary manslaughter stemming 
from the death of her five yearold daugh­ 
ter. 
Mrs. Schooner was taken into custody 
Monday by Lompoc police following the 
death of Eileen May Schooner in a San­ 
ta Barbara Hospital. A post mortem re­ 
port indicated that the child died as a 
result of an injury to the back of the 
head, according to a report. 
A preliminary hearing has been set 
for Jan. 12 in Lompoc Justice Court. 
Judge Terrill F. Cox released the wom­ 
an on her own recognizance pending the 
court appearance. The woman retained 
Atty. James Finley to represent her. 
The complaint, served today in an ap­ 
pearance before Cox was a reduction 
from an original booking charge of mur­ 
der. 
Mrs. Schooner’s daughter was taken to 
Lompoc Hospital Monday morning and 
then transferred to Cottage Hospital in 
Santa Barbara where she died. 
The dead girl had a twin sister, ac­ 
cording to police. Jerry Schooner, the 
father was reportedly working for a con­ 
tractor in Greenland. 
Funeral services were pending at Mc- 
Peek Family Mortuary today.

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Saigon shelled by Viet Cong; 
report new infiltration

SAIGON UPI —The Viet Cong shelled 
Saigon for the first time in four months 
today and official sources reported an 
increase in North Vietnamese infiltration 
that could portend a winter offensive. 
The source said they expected any 
new Communist drive to focus on Sai­ 
gon and the Mekong Delta, where Viet 
Cong soldiers caught a South Vietna­ 
mese unit unaware Tuesday and dealt 
the government troops heavy losses. 
At leaset 17 South Vietnamese were 
killed and 61 wounded when the ambush- 
ers opened up around a helicopter land­ 
ing Zone 51 miles southwest of Saigon. 
The guerrillas lost two dead, field re­ 
ports said. 
Communist troops in the delta have 
concentrated their attacks on government 
units lately in an apparent attempt to 
discredit the Saigon army’s fighting 
ability at a time when South Vietnam 
is taking over more of the combat to 
allow American GIs to go home. 
The shelling of Saigon 
consisted 
of one long—ranged rocket that hit a 
housing project this morning, killing four 
civilians, destroying one house and heavi­ 
ly damaging two homes. 
It was the 
first shelling of the city since Aug. 
24. 
Spokesmen reported 15 overnight shel­ 
ling attacks, all causing light damage 
and casualties. 
In addition, U.S. head­ 
quarters listed two more helicopters 
shot down Tuesday, wounding five crew 
members. 
The report on infiltration said that 
since the fall rainy season, North Viet­ 
nam had doubled its infiltration of troops 
and quadrupled the amount of war goods 
shipped southward on the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail 
____ 
President Nixon mentioned this In 
filtration in his Vietnam speech Mon­ 
day, calling it a “ disturbing new de­ 
velopment.” 
But 
he gave no details 
of its scope. 
The officials today would 
give no specific numbers. 
The U.S. Command sent six waves of 
B 52 bombers on raids against infil­ 
tration corridors 80 to 92 miles north 
of Saigon Tuesday night and this mor­ 
ning in an attempt to break up troop 
concentrations. 
Combat elsewhere was reported light. 
Spokesmen said Allied artillerymen fired 
back at the suspected launching site 
of the rocket that hit Saigon, but with 
unknown results. 
Door open to 
filing claims 


The U.S. District Court in U s An­ 
geles today opened the door for the fil­ 
ing of up to 17,000 claims or more against 
Union Oil Company and three other oil 
companies arising from the giant oil 
spill from the Union platform area in 
the Santa Barbara channel early this 
year. 
Judge Albert Lee Stephens, Jr. signed 
orders disposing of the vital first phase 
of the giant class action, involving a 
$1.3 suit filed last February at the 
height of the oil flow by the Santa 
Barbara legal firm of Schramm, Raddue 
and Seed. 
The court ruled the action was a 
proper class action on behalf of owners 
of ocean front property in Santa Barbara 
and Ventura counties, owners of boats in 
the two counties, fishermen operating in 
coastal waters, certain beachfront ho- 
tel, motel and apartment owners in the 
county and also those engaged in busi­ 
ness of selling nautical goods and serv­ 
ices in the two counties. 
Claims must be filed no later than 
April 6, 1970 with the court.

Council, commission tc study 
proposed neighborhood park 


The Lompoc City Council last night ar­ 
ranged for a joint meeting with the Parks 
and Recreation Commission for Thurs­ 
day at the City Hall to discuss a pro 
posed neighborhood playground in the 
northeast section of town. 
The joint meeting came about at the 
insistence of Councilman Richard Jacoby 
who refused to take immediate action 
on the matter as recommended by the 
city staff, and urged the council to 
turn the matter over to the Parks and 
Recreation Commission for its study 
and recommendations. 
According to a report by City Ad­ 
ministrator 
Gene Wahlers, the possi­ 
bility of getting federal funds to assist 
in such a project came to light only 
this past week and the funds must be 
applied for before Jan. I, 1970. 
Mayor Robert MacClure declared the 
project as worthwhile and urged the coun­ 
cil to take appropriate action to insure 
the availability of federal funds. 
Councilman Brooks Speight said the 
cost as recommended by the city plan­ 
ning department, $16,600, was too high 
and that certain unnecessary items could 
be left off the plans to reduce the cost. 
Speight said he would prefer less cost 
on this project and the consideration 
of small playgrounds for other areas oi 
town also — such as in the Crestview 
and La Canada neighborhoods. 
Jacoby stated the whole matter should 
be turned over to the Parks and Rec­ 
reation Commission for study and the 
setting of priorities for the construction 
of playgrounds and parks throughout the 
city. 
“ That’s why we have the commission,” 
Jacoby said. “ Suddenly, we’re being 
rushed into something again without bene­ 
fit 
of their advice and recommenda­ 
tions.” 
Speight suggested the joint meeting 
Thursday, presumably to still allow time 
for application of federal funds. It was 
set for 6:30 p.m. at City Hall. 
The council also decided to discuss a 
priority list for the progress of devel­ 
opment for the Ryon Park master plan, 
with the commission. 
In other business the council amended 
its new business license ordinance by 
reducing the maximum tax from $1,000 


a year to $300, then held the first read­ 
ing for the third time. Councilman Art 
Scott continued to vote against the ordin­ 
ance on the grounds that the $300 mini­ 
mum is too high. 
The mayor appointed the cityadminis- 
trator and the fire chief as director 
and assistant 
director, respectively, 
of the city’s Civil Defense organization 
and instructed them to prepare an up­ 
dated civil defense plan for the city. 


The council voted to allow city em­ 
ployes to convert to group ordinary life 
insurance plan from a group term plan 
if they so desired. City Attorney James 
Longtin explained the employe would pay 
an additional cost. 
The mayor presented a plaque toCraig 
Hines for his service to the city as a 
member of the Parks and Recreation 
Commission. Hines recently resigned for 
emDlovment and college study reasons. 
Tennis courts approved 
by Council 4-1 ballot 


After more than two years of discus­ 
sion and debate, tennis courts will be 
constructed in Ryon Memorial Park. 
The Lompoc City Council last night 
voted 4-1 to have the city public works 
department construct tennis courts for 
the park, but not before a last minute 
effort by Councilman Richard Jacoby to 
have the courts put in another section 
of town. 


Jacoby said he was in favor of the 
courts and he would vote for them no 
matter where they were put, but because 
of recent improvements to tennis courts 
on South N Street, and other courts 
at the junior high school, he would fav­ 
or putting new tennis courts in the eastern 
part of the city. 
Jacoby eventually went along with 
Mayor Robert MacClure and council 
members Mrs. Charlotte Benton and Art 
Scott in construction the courts in Rvon 
Park. 


Councilman 
Brooks Speight 
voted 
against the courts on the basis they 
are a specialized recreational actvity 
and be said he would rather see the 
money spent for facilities that could be 
put into use by more people. 
After rejecting all bids for the proj­ 
ect as being too high, the council passed 
a 
resolution declaring the courts could 
be constructed more economically by city 
forces. 


A report to the council by acting 
public works director Doug Soper stated 
the project could be handled by the city 
for about $10,866 
City Administrator Gene Wahlers re- 
oorted that two bids for the tob. both 
exceeding $24,000, were cuusiaerably in 
excess of the estimate for the project.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The Senate Ap­ 
propriations Committee has approved 
just over $2.1 billion in cash outlay for 
foreign aid in this fiscal year.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
chairman of a congressional 
consumers subcommittee ao. 
cused banks today of making 
millions of dollars from poor 
people 
and 
others who use 
Christmas clubs to save money 
for presents. 
Not 
only 
do 
the 
banks 
generally not pay interests, said 
Rep. Benjamin S. Rosenthal, D^ 
N.Y. , sometimes they penalize 
the customer for missing a 
payment 
— even though the 
banks have had free use of the 
rest of his payments. 
Rosenthal told of one woman 
who 
intended 
to 
save $500 
during the year but she got sick 
and was able to deposit only 
$360. When she withdrew the 
money, she got only $359. The 
bank 
had 
penalized 
her 
a 
dollar. 
Rosenthal 
said 
his House 
subcommittee was considering 
an investigation to determine 
whether banks are complying 
with the truth-irvlending law, 
specifically whether they clear­ 
ly point out that unlike other 
savings 
accounts, Christmas 
and the relatively new vacation 
clubs pay no interest. 


Rosenthal estimated that as 
of June 30, about $4 billion was 
tied up in clubs accounts that 
pay no interest (between 10 and 
12 1-2 per cent reportedly do). 
Deducting something to cover 
administrative costs, Rosenthal 
figured 
the 
members 
were 
missing out 
on 
about $144 
million a year in interest at 
current rates of between 4 1-2 
per cent and 4 3-4 per cent. 
Financial institutions, mean­ 
while, may loan the money and 
receive anywhere from 8 per 
cent to 10 per cent for it. 
" It's the biggest windfall I 
have 
ever seen," Rosenthal 
said in an interview.

Christmas clubs originated in 
Scotland in 1798 and came to 
America after the Civil War. 
Robert M. Clark, executive 
president of Christmas Club 
Corp., a commercial firm that 
provides 
the m aterials 
and 
advice to about 6,600 of them, 
said about 10,000 such institu­ 
tions 
operate 
clubs 
in the 
United States. 
For 1969, 
according to a 
survey 
dark said his firm 
ducted, 16,015,000 Americans 
belong to Christmas clubs with 
a total savings of $2,218,672, 
figures that differed somewhat 
from Rosenthal’s. Clark said 
most 
banks 
find 
they 
lose 
money 
on 
Christmas 
Club 
accounts because of the fre- 
quent h a n d l i n g of small 
amounts 
of money held for 
a relatively short time. 
Douglas, R. Smith, chairman 
of the National Savings and 
Trust Co., in Washington, said 
in

letter 
to 
Rosenthal 
Christmas clubs were aimed at 
persons of "modest means" 
and 
those 
"who 
need 
the 
opportunity for enforced sav­ 
ings."

indoor 
settings from automobile ex­ 
hausts 
of carbon monoxide, 
lead and other irritants. 
A copy of the plan, obtained 
by UPI, says the auto industry 
does not have enough “ motiva- 
tion’; to come up with its own 
new power sources. 
“ Therefore, it seems clear 
that some government encou­ 
ragement of non auto compa­ 
nies and additional stimulation 
of vehicle manufacturers is 
necessary,’* it said. 


Industry itself has considered 
some visionary ideas. In one 
proposed for testing in Mil­ 
waukee, motorists would use 
conventional power to drive to 
the city, and would then hook 
on to automatically controlled 
guideways. 
HEW said the cost of the 
five-year plan to the govern­ 
ment would be $45 million, 
excluding the cost of test cars. 


Transportation 
Secretary 
John A. Volpe said in a letter 
Dec. 4 to consumer crusader 
Ralph Nader the government 
sees a need for better low 
pollution engines. 
HEW’s plan calls for eventual

Shorfy'd Rather Go Home

IRO N T R IA N G LE, South V i e t n a m - 
(N E A )—They gave Shorty Baxter a medal 
here the other day. But he wasn’t over­ 
joyed. 
Why? 
“ Awwww,” he says, “ all I did was kill 
a gook.” 
No special heroics. No awesome teats. 
Shorty, a 5-feet-4 20-year-old from Flint, 
Mich., just increased the number of enemy 
dead in the war ia reported 56.5.(KM) have 
been killed since I960) by one 
The soldier was helping search a small 
village at the time it happened. He was 
walking along a trail when he saw his vic­ 
tim c r o u c h i n g in a thatch of bamboo. 
Shorty stared with disbelief for a few 
moments ( “ It was the first gook I ever 
saw” ). Then fired. Five limes. 
Says he now: 
“ It wasn’t anything at all. What else 
could I have done anyway? But everybody 
made a big thing of it. 
Our company 
hadn’t had a confirmed kill since May. 
And, I don’t know, maybe that’s the real 
reason they gave me the medal” 
Actually, that wasn’t the reason. In his 
case, Shorty Baxter earned his award lan 
Army Commendation)—not for the kill, 
but for removing an immediate threat to 
his unit. 
Yet Shorty’s wonderment, and his gen­ 
eral apathy towards his citation, are rooted 
in more than just his own case. He feels, 
as do others here, that so many medals 
have been given in Vietnam (more than 
two million) combat awards are losing 
their meaning. 
The common talk is this: 
“ They give them out like pills almost. 
Thousands every day. 
Some units are 
worse than others. .Ml the guys in some 
units have to do is fire their weapons a 
lot, jump up and down in the brush, and 


tear their fatigues before some damn lieu­ 
tenant will put them in for the Bronze 
Star.” 
The GIs aren’t complaining, they say, 
about legitimate awards—of which there 
has always been a profusion in this grimly 
fought conflict. Rather, their gripe is that 
awards are allegedly going to nonearners 
for an assortment of reasons. 
“ Take our brigade commander," ex­ 
plains one soldier “ He recently flew over 
a small battle in a helicopter. The copter 
took some ground fire hits. He was slightly 
wounded. And for that, just for that, he 
was given the Silver Star.” 
Some soldiers think officers buddy-up, 
recommending (and often getting) decora­ 
tions for each other. Some think that unit 
c o m m a n d e r s , trying to further their 
careers, overstock their men with awards 
to gloss their leadership image. Some men 
even suggest the entire military is using 
handout citations in an effort to reinflate 
sagging troop war interest. 
But whatever their reasoning or its va­ 
lidity. GIs are resentful. 
One sergeant grumps, “ Political awards 
take the value away from the real ones. 
.And nobody ever really knows any more if 
a guy deserves his medal or not.” 
The Military Assistance Command in 
Vietnam says all of this c r i t i c i s m is 
groundless. Officers report 319,978 medals 
were given during the first six months of 
1969— “ and our feeling is all of them were 
deserved” 


Such high level assurance, though, still 
tails to wipe away GI doubts. The credi­ 
bility of many c i t a t i o n s remains chal­ 
lenged. 


As Shorty Baxter puts it: 


“ Maybe I earned my medal. I don’t 
know. But if I ’m really a hero, why don’t 
they just ship me home to show me off?”

Science Today

BREMERTON, Wash. (UPI) 
-Dana Tift, 10, now can open 
up 
her 
eyes 
and 
let the 
sunshine in. 
But until recently she had to 
go about wearing sunglasses, 
keeping her eyes partly closed 
and her head down. 
Dana was born without irises 
in her eyes. This is like having 
a camra without a shutter. 
Most persons have blue, or 
brown (Dr hazel irises. Dana has 
only pupils. 
Since she was nine months 
old she wore sunglasses. And 
because she also suffered from 
nystagmus, a rapid, jiggling 
movement of the eye, it was 
impossible to obtain an accur­ 
ate test of her vision. 
But last year, her parents 
took her to Dr. Carl Alleger, an 
optometrist in the tiny commu­ 
nity of Silverdale, Wash. They 
had heard that Dana might be 
helped by contact lenses and 
Dr Alleger had been fitting the 
tiny, plastic discs for 13 years. 
The idea was to fit her with a 
pair of painted contacts that 
would screen out all but a 
small amount of light and at 
the same time make correo- 
tions in her vision. 
He began a series of fittings 
and finally, after four pairs, he 
was satisfied that the fit was 
tight enough to stay in place 
and yet not too tight to restrict 
the flow of tears. 
Dana was a good patient and 
quickly adapted to the lenses. 
These were clear plastic. The 
next step was to fit her with a 
pair of painted contacts. These 
were colored black except for a 
four-millimeter clear spot in 
the center. 
But the paint added about 
one-third more weight to the 
lenses 
and 
that 
had to be 
compensated. 
Finally, Dana’s eyes became 
used to the black colored lenses 
and DR. Alleger was ready for 
the final .step. From Chicago he 
ordered a tinted pair. An artist 
using photographs of Dana’s 
parents duplicated the color he 
believed 
Dana’s 
eyes might 
have been. 
Now instead of seeing the

significance.” The “ expected” 
rate was derived from cause-of- 
death tables of 9,957 deceased 
U.S. professional ’ men of all 
kinds but of the same age 
group. 


Cancer deaths among che­ 
mists over 64 also exceeded the 
“ expected” number this “ ex­ 
pected” was derived from the 
U.S. elderly population as a 
whole. Cancer deaths among 
female chemists also exceeded 
the “ expected” but their small 
number 
—115 
-discouraged 
conclusion-drawing. 
■ 
Most of the “ excess” deaths 
among male chemists of all 
ages were due to cancers of the 
pancreas and 
of the lymph 
tissues.

Care and Rearing of Parents 


By BETTY CA N A RY 


No shortage of information exists on how to be a better 
parent but there is a considerable lack of m aterial on how 
to be a better child. Hopefully, the following Guidelines for 
Offspring, resulting from a roundtable discussion among 
interested children, will prove useful to those who want to 
deal with parents in this changing world. 


Parents are perplexing creatures and dealing with them 
effectively is a challenging task. Do not m ake the common 
m istake of seeing parents as m erely grown-up children. 
They are adults with their own problem s and fears. 


The main requirem ent of a parent is the knowledge that 
vou love him, no m atter what. P arents are individuals and 
must be dealt with individually. Keeping open the avenue 
of communication is worth every effort on a child s part. 


Let them know YOU have certain standards. For ex­ 
ample, speak in your language and do not attem pt to move 
into their circle as this only m akes you an object of ridicule 
If m other wants to know how you like her new dress, do not 
say, “ It is most becom ing.” Say, “ Coo-coo. baby!” 


Parents have feelings. Perhaps their idea of dress is 
different than yours but they have the right to dress in 
accordance to the rules set down by their peers. If father 
really likes wearing a stiffly starched shirt and a bow tie, 
allow him to express himself in this way. Do not greet him 
with. “ How long do you have to w ear the neck b ra ce9" 


P arents need the approval of their offspring. Even adults 
need the assurance that they are appreciated and loved 
even when they behave in an unacceptable m anner. R e­ 
m em ber, you disapprove of the ACT. not the PERSON. For 
exam ple, when father refuses to give up the car keys, m ake 
it explicit that you think he is a lovable old man who ACTS 
crazy. 


P arents need discipline, not punishm ent. A show of force 
is som etim es necessary, but a quiet, consistent attitude is 
your best bet in conditioning them to your having your 
way. Consistently asking, for exam ple. Soon t^ey will learn 
what you want. Ask, ask, ask, ask. ask. 


P arents m ust learn to become independent. Be reason­ 
able about letting them m ake some of their decisions by 
them selves. For exam ple, once in awhile let them go to 
parties or to the shopping center without your throwing a 
tem per tantrum . Someday you will be gone and they will 
be on their own. How will you feel if you’re 25 years old 
and m other calls up on the telephone and says, “ I’m getting 
ready for bridge club and th ere’s no scream ing and no­ 
body kicking me on the shins and I just don’t know how to 
COPE with the peace and quiet!” You are the one who has 
conditioned her and because you are responsible for her 
attitude, the only fair thing will be to go over and scream 
for her and th at’s going to take a lot of your tim e.

A 
trum p to dummy and a ruff 
of a t h i r d diamond cam e 
next and West showed out. 
Now declarer realized that 
the d i a m o n d bid smoke 
screen could only be for the 
purpose of protecting the 
queen of clubs.

Umps will 
decide on 
union status 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)—The 
National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB) has ordered an eleo 
tion to let the 24 American 
League Baseball umpires de­ 
cide whether they want to join 
a union. 
In a 4-1 ruling, the Board said 
Tuesday baseball is an inter­ 
state business and therefore 
subject to federal labor laws. 
The American League long 
has 
resisted any organizing 
attempt by its umpires. Last 
year two umpires, A1 Salerno 
and Bill Valentine, were fired 
for what they said were their 
union 
activities. 
National 
League umpires belong to a 
union called the Independent 
Association of National Base­ 
ball League Umpires. 
The NL union filed unfair 
labor charges with the NLRB 
after the two AL umpires were 
sacked. The NLRB, in ordering 
an election within the next 30 
days, 
did 
not 
specify 
a 
bargaining agent 
for the AL 
umpires, but it was presumed 
they would join the same union 
as their NL counterparts if they 
vote to organize. 
“ Football and boxing have 
been held to be Interstate 
commerce and thus subject to 
antitrust laws,” the NLRB said. 
” It can no longer be seriously 
contended that the Supreme 
Court still considers baseball 
alone to be outside interstate 
commerce. We find that pro 
baseball is an industry in, or 
affecting, 
commerce and as 
such 
is 
subject 
to 
board 
jurisdiction.” 
The NLRB decision to take 
baseball under its jurisdiction 
opens the way for Salerno and 
Valentine to pursue unfair labor 
charges through the govern­ 
ment against the league.

“ We do know c e r t a i n 
things about cardio-vascular 
disease. We know definitely 
the effects of cholesterol, for 
example,” states Jean M ay­ 
er, Ph.D., special nutrition 
consultant for the President 
and head of the crash White 
House Conference on Food, 
Nutrition and Health Dec. 2-4 
in 
Washington, 
D.C. 
Dr. 
M ayer is also a professor of 
nutrition at Harvard. 


M ayer insists that, “ One 
important factor in prevent­ 
ing heart attacks is physical 
exercise. The lack of it can 
be dangerous. If you exer­ 
cise vigorously enough, 
it 
w ill help keep the cholesterol 
down. Yes, even on a rela­ 
tively high fat diet.” 
This expert explains that 
exercise creates collateral 


circulation, opens up vessels 
right and left around the cor­ 
onaries and thus a coronary 
artery is less likely to be­ 
come overloaded with cho­ 
lesterol. Also, if the coronary 
is occluded, you are more 
likely to survive. 


“ Saturated fats such as 
those in butter, certain oils 
and in meat, are a threat 
leading 
to 
cardio-vascular 
disease. Even so, Americans 
seem to eat more and more 
foods with saturated 
fats, 
beef being the major ex­ 
ample,” he explains adding: 
“ In fact, the national aver­ 
age of calories from fat are 
up to 43 per cent today as 
against only 20 per cent in 
1900.

W ASHINGTON—(N E A )- 
Around noon on Jan. 2. 1960, 
the smoky air of a Senate 
committee c h a m b e r was 
charged 
with 
expectancy. 
The newsmen crowding the 
room were awaiting John F". 
Kennedy’s announcement for 
the 
presidency — but 
they 
sensed also that politics was 
at a big new turn. 
That t u r n was in fact 
made. Ten years later, on 
Jan. 2, 1970, ¡’resident Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon, the man Ken­ 
nedy beat for the job in 1960, 
w ill be at the ‘ western White 
House” 
in 
San 
Clemente, 
Calif., gazing back at the 
arching sweep of the politi­ 
cally remarkable 1960s. 
In the span of this now- 
completed decade, .America 
became a nation of 200 mil­ 
lion people, saw the presi­ 
dencies of Kennedy, Lyndon 
Johnson and Nixon, the as­ 
sassinations of Kennedy, his 
brother Robert while a presi­ 
dential candidate in 1968, and 
a l e a d i n g black activist. 
Martin Luther King Jr. 
Grinding, bitterly contro­ 
versial war in Vietnam, a 
racial struggle that plunged 
hundreds of U.S. cities into 
flaming riot, and a long-sus­ 
tained prosperity that finally 
overheated from the strain 
filled in the chaotic back­ 
ground colors of the era. 
Against t h i s turbulence, 
race became—for the first 
time in the century—a major 
element in U.S. politics, with 
shattering 
impact 
on 
the 
dominant white society 
The war and the racial 
struggle loosened old party 
ties and led millions, mostly 
young folk, to assault the 
established political fortress­ 
es from the outside. 
In the thick of this fer­ 
ment, television ro.so to its 
fullest powers not just as a 
transmitter of political mes­ 
sages but as a stunning yet 
somewhat 
distorted 
visual 
recorder of history as it hap»- 
|)ens. In the process, it made 
l‘oliticking one of .America’s 
costliest enter|)rise.s. 
The sense of newness con­

and 
the special 
flair of John F'. 
Kennedy 
ended in a rattle of assa.s- 
sin’s bullets in late I96:i. The 
comet flashed too briefly for 
evcui the most di.scerning his- 
ttuians to gauge how mucli 
of his promise of brightness 
would have bt‘on fulfilled in 
the !iiiubl(*d 1960s 
FNen before he died, the 
rumbles of racial strife were 
heard in Mississippi and .Ala­ 
bama In a strange casting- 
l)ack of the torch to a man 
a I r e a d у outdistanced by 
time. Lyndon Johnson took 
Kemu‘dy’s place. 
The very summer Johnson 
c*ampaigned for the White 
House in his own right, the 
racial tremors moved north 
and touched ofT a series of 
shocks that lasted through 
all 
his 
five 
presidential 
yt*ars. 
While 
the 
old 
warrior 
busic*d himself planting the 
last capstones of the aging 
New Deal, he tried also to 
cope with the new turmoil by 
driving through the broad 
19f)4 civil rights act and the 
crucial voting rights law of 
1965. 
Right there began the im- 
[irint of race on the politics 
of the ’60s. .Across the 11- 
state Old South, black voter 
registration 
boomed 
from 
14 million in 1960 to a pres­ 
ent 3.2 million In conserva­ 
tive Mississippi alone, reg­ 
istration of black.s 
passed 
250.000 (total for the whole 
South in 19441

number. 


Today the D e m 0 c r a t i c 
party in the 11-state South is 
a tottering thing of dimin­ 
ished white labor elements, 
a thin white liberal fringe 
and a rising black tide that 
has 
produced 
550 
black 
elected officials against a 
mere 78 in 1965. 
With the first big northern 
riots in 1964. race meantime 


began its political inroads 
beyond the South. The words 
“ white backlash” were born 
as George Wallace scored 
well in three northern pri­ 
maries and Goldwater be­ 
came a symbol of white re­ 
sistance to racial change. 
But Goldwater, sounding 
like a bomb-rattier and a 
man bent on ripping apart 
the thick-woven social gains 
of 30 years, went down in a 
Johnson 
flood, 
taking

first backlash sentiment with 
him. 


Yet it found new birth in 
the continuing urban racial 
torment. Fed mostly by the

the North. 
GO P w i n n e r 
Nixon gained much from the 
same white reaction. 


As the black surge sun­ 
dered the Democratic party 
in the South, so it and the 
anguish of millions over the 
puzzling Vietnam war shook 
the whole major party struc­ 
ture everywhere and drove 
many outside the walls. 
College students in marked 
proportion are shying from 
the regular parties. A June 
Gallup poll study showed 44 
per cent rating themselves 
as independents, while just 
29 per cent ^f the general 
public so label themselves. 
Nevertheless, even as tele­ 
vision and press zero in on 
peace 
marches, 
confronta­ 
tions and disruptions, only 10 
to 13 per cent of college 
youth a c c e p t the brand 
of revolutionary-radical. 
A 
good third of them voice 
strong interest in the estab­ 
lished political process, sug­ 
gesting to experts that re­ 
vitalized major parties may 
still capture them. Demo­ 
crats are struggling right 
now for important reforms. 
Interesting to note, as this 
reporter 
canvassed 
many 
political specialists in look­ 
ing at the 1960s, the phrase 
“ new politics” was volun­ 
teered by no one. 
Most experts see it either 


as a vague notion useful to 
revolutionaries eager to dis­ 
guise destruction in accept­ 
able terms, or an idea un­ 
wisely taken by less militant 
yet aggressive students who 
in fact have most success 
(as in a i d i n g E u g e n e 
McCarthy) w h e n they do 
what the “ old politics” calls 
for—stirring people up and 
out to the polls. 
There is much more new­ 
ness. the experts generally 
feel, in the huge growth of 
television as the politician’s 
medium. 
Today’s world is a mosaic 
of distractions, with Ameri­ 
cans at once more mobile 
and 
better 
informed 
than 
ever, yet curiously encap- 
suled 
in 
separate 
orbits. 
Television, while almost too 
dramatically portraying the 
rising ratio of their conflict­ 
ing courses, still emerges as 
the one great unifier. 
In California in any politi­ 
cal year nowadays someone 
will say: 
“ The campaign here be­ 
gins at six o’clock at night 
on the tube.” 
Los Angeles, a place of 
suburbs which in some inst­ 
ances might be transposed 
without much visible differ­ 
ence, is beyond the reach of 
on - the - scene campaigners 
unless they have prodigious 
e n e r g i e s and boundless 


crowd appeal. 
Most have 
given up trying. 
This is the age of the skill­ 
ful television candidate doc­ 
umentary. of “ spots” sharp­ 
ly 
attuned 
to 
the 
tested 
issues, of actual “ events” 
engaged 
in by candidates 
purely to gain space on the 
evening newscasts. 
With the inescapable reli­ 
ance on this surest means of 
r e a c h i n g the preoccupied 
voter has gone soaring cam ­ 
paign cost, crippling to all 
but those who can command 
heavy resources. 
Virginia’s R e p u b l i c a n 
Gov.-elect Linwood H o l t o n 
spent roughly $100,000 trying 
to win in 1965. some $500,000 
this year. Sen. Gaylord Nel­ 
son of Wisconsin spent $46,- 
000 on the first of his two 
winning tries as governor, 
$450.000 to gain a second 
U.S. Senate victory. 
With all the furor over 
television and its high cost, 
some experts still insist its 
worth in politics is not all 
that great, that demands on 
the campaigner to get out of 
the studio and hit the road 
are stronger than ever, that 
television may even be hav­ 
ing a harmful effect. 
One appraiser who holds 
to this latter view believes 
that television, just as it 
wears out most comedians, 
situation dramas and panel 


shows, 
has 
made 
politics 
more boring than most citi­ 
zens can take. 
Says he: 
“ Politics i n e v i t a b l y is 
people saying the same thing 
over and over. So television, 
showing this in conventions 
and campaigns, has added 
to the breakdown 
of our 
political 
institutions. 
The 
viewer gets to be a pretty 
jaded fellow.” 
A leading Democrat agrees 
that is how it is today, but 
contends politics in America 
will suffer from further dis­ 
illusionment if campaigners 
do not get away from “ stag­ 
ing” and into freer, more 
open presentations. 
Supportive of the new de­ 
pendence on television, how­ 
ever is the d e v e l o p i n g 
“ semi-science” 
of v o t e r 
analysis through sophisticat­ 


ed polling of attitudes in 
depth on issues and men. 
Mayor John Lindsay’s thin- 
edged 
re-election 
in 
New 
York City is laid heavily to 
the expert use of such ma­ 
terials. But mastery in this 
field is limited to a handful. 
As the l%Os wind down, a 
few other trends stand out: 
The continuing migration of 
people to the suburns and to 
the nation’s “ sun country” 
in 
Florida, 
Arizona, 
Cali­ 
fornia; the healthy growth 
of the GOP in the changing 
South; the loosening of Dem­ 
ocratic ties by union work­ 
ers moving to affluence and 
alarmed by racial change; 
the 
bitter 
fragmenting 
of 
Democratic liberals over the 
Vietnam war and the be­ 
wilderment 
of many 
who 
find themselves under attack 
from the young they seek 
kinship with.

Can You Cope With Stress? 


YOU SEE ONE PARK, you’ve seen them all—unless you’re looking at two new city 
parks in Maryville, Tenn. These parks were landscape architect-designed with treat­ 
ed wood structures in the form of ships, forts and complicated mazes. Traditional play­ 
ground structures—swings and monkey bars—are there, too, but restyled in wood. Ac­ 
cording to the Maryville city manager, wood construction avoids the sterile, mass-pro­ 
duced effect of standard playground equipment while providing something natural 
which lends itself immediately to individual design. To protect the wood from decay, 
termites, swelling and shrinking, it was treated with a Koppers process consisting of 
pressure impregnating a dry crystalline salt into the wood cells.

They are stationed at air­ 
port control towers to give 
all pilots within the vicinity 
w e a t her information 
and 
take-off and landing instruc­ 
tions. 
They must simultaneously 
control several a i r c r a f t , 
which appear as tiny blips 
on a radar scope. They talk 
on the radio first to one and 
then others of the pilots of 
these planes, remembering 
their numbers and their po­ 
sitions in the air. and give 
each of them different in­ 
structions.

Controllers often work un­ 
der great stress It is not un­ 
usual for one of these people 
to be directing as many as 
10 or even 20 or more air­ 
craft at one time, so em o­ 
tional stability is a great 
factor in employment quali­ 
fication. 


Applicants for positions as 
air-route or airport traffic 
controller must be at least 
21 years of age and be able 
to speak clearly and pre­ 
cisely. They enter the field 
through the competitive fed­ 
eral Civil Service system, 
after passing a rigid physi­ 
cal examination, which they 
must pass every year. They 
also are required to pass a 
test designed to m e a s u r e 
their ability to learn, p er­ 
form the duties of air traffic 
controller and meet certain 
experience, training and re­ 
lated requirements. 
Successful applicants are 
g i v e n approximately eight 
weeks of formal training to 
learn the fundamentals of 
the airway system. Civil Air 
Regulations and radar and 
aircraft performance c h a r­ 
acteristics. After completing 
this training, both groups of 
controllers 
(air route and 
airport traffic) qualify for a 
basic air traffic control c e r­ 
tificate.

tower or center, they receive 
additional c l a s s r o o m in­ 
struction and training. 
It usually takes about a 
year from the time he be­ 
comes an a s s i s t a n t con­ 
troller for a person in this 
field to actually work as a 
controller.

Young Vandenberg boy 
inspiration to others 


It is always inspiring to read 
about people like Ludwig Beeth­ 
oven, Thomas Edison, Glenn 
Cunningham, Helen Keller and 
Franklin Roosevelt, who over­ 
came great handicaps to contri­ 
bute something to the world. Al­ 
though Kevin Struxness hasn’t 
yet composed a symphony, in­ 
vented a light bulb, set a rec- 
cord in the mile run, written 
a book or become President o\ 
the United States, don’t put it 
past him. At the age of 12, 
Kevin, who has been deaf since 
infancy, is already inspiring 
people. 
The son of CMSgt. and Mrs. 
Roger L. Struxness, 129 Wil­ 
low, Kevin became profoundly 
deaf at the age of nine months 
due to a nerve degeneration. 
Despite this handicap, Kevin 
is a normal boy, which is a cred­ 
it to his parents, to all the 
people who have worked with 
him, and most of all to him­ 
self. 
“He is a living example of 
what you can do by just trying,” 
says TSgt. James Price, Kev­ 
in’s football coach. 
Kevin is one of the big rea­ 
sons that Price’s team, the 
Falcons, are unbeaten and in 
first place in the Sophomore 
League. “ He’s one of our best 
defensive players, and he in­ 
spires the other guys,” says 
Sergeant Price. 
At 5-feet, 87 pounds, Kevin 
has great quickness, and “if 
a runner is anywhere near him, 
the runner goes down,” beams 
the coach. The Falcons have a 
star system to reward outstand­ 
ing players. Needless to say, 
Kevin has his share of stars — 
21 to date. 
Of course there were a few ad­ 
justments that had to be made 
to make Kevin the player he is. 
Because he couldn't hear sig­ 
nals, he was placed on defense, 
and he was positioned in the 
middle of the line so he could 
follow the ball throughout the 
play. 
Since Kevin cannot hear the 
whistle, he occasionally would 
hit after it had blown, but he 
has adjusted to that. 
Football is not the only sport 
in which young Kevinexcels. As 
a swimmer he has earned three 
certificates of achievement and 
has passed all the qualifications 
for 
Junior Lifesaving except 
one— age. With three years of 
judo lie has attained green belt 
rating, and he is an outfielder 
in baseball with two years' ex­ 
perience. He also participated 


in bowling league until football 
started, but dropped out for the 
gridiron because both were on 
Saturday. 
Kevin has four younger broth­ 
ers, with normal hearing. Like 
Kevin, their names begin with 
K. Keith, age 10, plays on the 
Freshman 
league 
Eagles as 
does Kendall, 
age 8. As you 
might have guessed, they get 
lots of practice with each other 
at home. Kurtis, 7, and Kraig, 
5*2, are going to have quite a 
tradition to follow when they 
get old enough to play. 
Sports are Kevin’s main in­ 
terest, but he is by no means a 
“ musclehead.” He reads and 
writes a lot and shows promise 
in art. He was In Boy Scouts 
for two years and likes camp­ 
ing. His parents are contem­ 
plating buying him a quitar: 
he already has a set of drums 
which he is learning to play. 
And in his spare time, he does 
things like selling Christmas 
cards to earn spending money. 
Kevin’s education, which al­ 
lows him to receive instruc­ 
tions by reading lips, has come 
from several schools and cours­ 
es. With his parents he attend­ 
ed the John Tracy Clinic in Los 
Angeles at the age of two. From 
1959 - 63 he was In a special 
course for the aurally handicap­ 
ped at Lompoc while Sergeant 
Struxness was stationed at Van­ 
denberg. 


When his dad was stationed at 
Chanute AFB, Kevin attended a 
special school at Champaign and 
Urbana, 111., and when they 
were stationed at Whiteman 
AFB, he went to special schools 
at Sedalia 
and 
Fulton, Mo. 
Next came Travis 
AFB and 
Kevin was in a special class 
at Vacaville, Calif, for three 
years. 
The family returned to Van­ 
denberg in August 1968 and Kev­ 
in started going to a class under 
the direction of Dr. Irwin Wap- 
ner, Lompoc Unified School Dis­ 
trict, which he still attends.

LT. COL. Charles M. Schultz, center, chief of the Minuteman Project Office, discusses the in­ 
tegration of missile components with the Boeing Company’s Pacific Test Center manager, Don 
Chessnut, while secretary Mrs. Arlene Bowman documents the discussion. One of the vital func­ 
tions of the project office is to coordinate with the numerous contractors to insure that require­ 
ments are met as the Minuteman is assembled. 


CAPT. EDWARD T. Strasler, Minuteman in Reentry Systems officer and Don Rodenhi, Sr., 
General Electric engineer, framed by large test equipment in the foreground, inspect the environ­ 
mental protective covering or shroud. The shroud is one of the last items to be assembled as 
it is used to protect the reentry system during launch. It is separated from the warhead after 
the missile has left the earth’s atmosphere. 


The engine ignites and a 76,- 
000 pound Minuteman III Inter­ 
continental 
Ballistic Missile 
(ICBM) lifts from an under­ 
ground silo on a 5,000 mile jour­ 
ney that will end in less than 
30 minutes. 


A team of 35 men have work­ 
ed with six major contractors 
at Vandenberg A ir Force Base, 
over 500 employees, to make 
this launch successful. These 
men are from the 6595th Aero­ 
space Test Wing’s Minuteman 
Project Office (MPO). 


Numerous 
contractors are 
involved in assembling the Min­ 
uteman III weapons system — 
each 
contractor working on a 
portion of the missile. But, at 
a predetermined time the ef­ 
forts of each are united as the 
Minuteman 
begins assembly. 


The project office and a sis­ 
ter office at Patrick AFB con­ 
duct all research and develop­ 
ment testing and evaluation of 
the Minuteman weapons sys­ 
tem prior to operational de­ 
ployment. 


From 1962 to the present the 
6595th Aerospace Test Wing 
has launched 47 Minuteman I 
and II ICBMs and five Minute- 
man in missiles. 


T9GT RONALD E. Scraggs of the Test Facilities Section works 
with Boeing Company technician Donald Routon at the Launch 
Control Console. This console transmits commands tothe mis­ 
sile including the command to launch. Here all systems are 
checked »*M!e the missile is in position just prior to launch. 


W ILLIAM F. SELFE, I, Auto- 
nectics engineer, and 1st Lt. 
David K. Tudor, Reentry Sys­ 
tems Officer, physically inspect 
the fourth stage Minuteman III 
liquid - fuel motor prior to its 
electrical checkout. This is the 
post boost propulsion system 
which is used to orient the re­ 
entry system before the war­ 
head begins its reentry phase. 


M9GT. ROBERT G. Monroe, 
NCOIC of the Test Facilities 
Section, watches as Larry Dent, 
Boeing 
Company 
technician, 
transmits 
commands 
to the 
guidance portion of the Minute- 
man ID ICBM. Other equip­ 
ment record the actions of the 
guidance section. From the data 
received, project office person­ 
nel can determine how well the 
systems are performing. 


AIR FORCE technicians must 
inspect the shipping container 
for the first three stages of 
the Minuteman III. Inside, run­ 
ners are checked to insure that 
the missile will slide in easily. 
Outside, the missile is inspect­ 
ed as it moves into position. 
When loaded, the “ bird” will 
be transported to the launch 
site. 


Under the supervision of MPO 
personnel a guidance section is 
installed, a nose cone added; 
soon the missile will be ready 
for launch. Project office per­ 
sonnel work closely with con­ 
tractors to insure that require­ 
ments are met and the overall 
system is properly integrated. 


Aside from working with con­ 
tractors, the project office co­ 
ordinates with the Strategic Air 
Command whose people provide 
limited support in launching 
the missile and the A ir Force 
Systems Command’s Western 
Test Range whose facilities col­ 
lect valuable data during the 
launch and flight. 


BOEING Company engineer Larry Walker and MSgt. Robert G. Monroe, NCOIC of the Test Fa­ 
cilities Section, inspect the Instrumentation Waffer, the section which houses telemetry equip­ 
ment for transmitting data back to the base. Also located in the waffer is the command destruct 
equipment which will destroy the missile on command should the need arise. 


More than 3,000 man hours 
have been expended on pre-flight 
analysis of the m issile’s com­ 
ponents. Many more hours will 
now be spent by MPO people 
analyzing the flight perform­ 
ance of the missile for fu­ 
ture launches. 


Governors mixed over news

Fepublican 
governors 
have 
mixed 
feelings 
about 
the 
fairness of news media treat­ 
ment 
of 
President Nixon’s 
Administration and their own 
state 
administrations. 
Some 
endorse Vice President SpiroT. 
Agnew’s complaints and others 
find nothing to criticize. 
“I’m the only politician I 
know that hasn’t -come out and 
criticized the press,’’saidGov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller of Arkan­ 
sas, 
host 
for 
the 
GOP 
Governors’ Association, whose 
members are assembling here 
for their three-day, semi-annual 
meeting. 
“ I 
think I can find good 
examples of what Mr. Agnew 
was talking about where the 
news has been slanted. But let’s 
not lose our cool just because 
of a few instances the news 
may have been slanted. It’s not 
a matter of national concern. 
It’s no conspiracy.” 
A different view came from 
Gov. Ronald Reagan of Califor­ 
nia, chairman of the Republi­ 
can Governors’ Association, 
who said he thought Agnew 
"made a valid point in his 
reguest for fairness.” 
"And, since the Vice Pres­ 
ident’s speech, the mail to the 
networks and TV outlets around 
the country would indicate that 
the viewers do, indeed, believe 
there is bias. 


“ Here in California, I myself 
would not have any particular 
criticism of news people at the 
working level. But I doubt that 
any reporter would want to 
deny that once his story or film 
reaches the editing room it 
sometimes 
does undergo a 
change that does not reflect the 
way it was first reported from 
the beat.” 
The comments were obtained 
by UPI state capital bureaus in 
advance of the meeting. The 
GOP governors were asked if 
they felt the news media were 
fair in covering the national 
and state Republican adminis­ 
trations and the national and 
state GOP organizations. They 
were not asked directly for 
comment on Agnew’s speeches 
criticizing television networks 
and later the New York Times 
and the Washington Post. 


Few appeared as angry as 
Agnew, but some said he had 
raised a legitimate issue for 
discussion or that there always 
was room for self-improvement 
by the news media. 
Gov. John Love of Colorado, 
chairman 
of 
the 
National 
Governors’ Conference, a bi­ 
partisan group, said he thought 
the media had been generally but 
not always fair to the national 
and Colorado administrations 
and Republican organizations. 
But 
he 
added 
that 
news 
coverage was “ a legitimate 


subject for dialogue” and that 
there should be some check on 
the 
power of news 
media, 
although “ it is certainly not the 
government.” 
“I 
think 
the 
media are 
treating the Nixon Administra­ 
tion with a skepticism that is 
too early at best, unfair at 
w orst,” said Gov. Francis W. 
Sargent of Massachusetts. “ I 
don’t regard reporting of the 
national party as unfair. And 
press 
reporting of my own 
administration has been fair. 
Massachusetts happens to have 
some of the 
most talented 
political w riters in any state of 
which I have knowledge.” 
“The news media in Nevada 
have been fair both to this 
administration and the previous 
one,” said Gov. Paul Laxalt of 
that state. "The national press, 
however, has been ultra liberal 
in 
reporting 
on the 
Nixon 
Administration. 
“ I think that Agnew took a 
well earned shot at them. Many 
of the national commentators 
are living in an ivory tower. 
It’s 
amazing 
to 
me 
their 
overreaction to the criticism . 
The American people want the 
news, not editorial comment. 
They are sophisticated enough 
to judge for themselves.” 
"I can only judge the fairness 
of the news media in their 
reporting on the Nixon Adminis­ 
tration by what I read in the 
newspapers and see or hear on 


radio and television,” saidGov. 
Warren P. Knowles of Wiscon­ 
sin. "Recent Harris, Gallup and 
other polls seem to indicate 
that the news coverage given 
the 
President 
has 
helped 
produce an affirmative public 
response to his administration. 
"The media have been very 
fair to me during my term s in 
public office.” 
"By and large newsmen are 
trying to do a good job,” said 
Gov. 
Daniel 
J. 
Evans 
of 
Washington. “Some are good, 
capable 
and outstanding and 


others aren't. The press isn’t 
perfect. From time to time, I 
have some complaints myself 
but I never voice them except 
to my wife.” 


Gov. Tom McCall of Oregon 
put it this way: "The coverage 
is generally fair, although, as a 
former newsman, I am per­ 
turbed by the present sloppi­ 
ness and inattention to exact 
meanings in coverage of the 
spoken 
word 
-in 
general 
political 
coverage 
that 
has 
come to my attention, that is.” 
Campuses pull welcome 
for movie companies

And that, say spokesmen for 
the film ‘The Strawberry State­ 
ment,’ was the reason they had 
to go to Stockton where the 
City Hall was used for the con­ 
frontation scene. 
But much of the film, based 
on James Kunen’s book about 
the student turmoil at Colum­ 
bia University in 1967, was 
shown in the San Francisco 
Bay Area where an increasing 
number of films are being done. 
Welcome mat or not, says 
producer Irwin Winkler, the 
Bay Area has a lot going for it 
when it comes to movie locales. 
Winkler, who earlier shot 
"Point Blank” in the Bay Area, 
thinks one of the main attrac­ 
tions is the varied settings the 
region offers. 
"In the radius of 50 miles 
you have San Francisco, Sausa- 
lito and Oakland,” he said. 
"San Francisco has the so­ 
phistication of New York, Sau* 
salito the charm of New Eng­ 
land and Oakland looks like 
downtown Los Angeles.”

the red phone rings in the 
Pacifica Fire Department, the 
scrambling fire men could be led 
to 
a 
false alarm 
or 
to 
delivering a baby. The em er­ 
gency call could also send them 
over the edge of 600-foot cliffs 
on a rescue mission or unto a 
surfboard to pull a swimmer to 
safety. 
Firemen face added dangers 
apart from their routine chores 
and firefighting duties in this 
seven 
mile long 
seashore 
community of 25,000 persons. 
Many times they have had to 
scale the treacherous walls of 
Devil’s Slide where a wrong 
move could send the climber 
into the churning, rocky surf 
hundreds of feet below. 
"Because of our size, every 
man is thoroughly trained in 
cliff and rescue work,” said 
Fire 
Chief 
Edwin 
G reer. 
"Every man must be able to do 
every 
job. 
In 
a big 
city 
everyone is specialized. One 
man drives a truck, another is 
a hose man and others are 
trained in rescue. We can’t do 
that here.” 
A husky, ex-Navy man, Chief 
G reer knows the hazards of 
rescue work. He suffered a 
back 
injury 
during 
a cliff- 
climbing operation and is being 


forced to retire after 17 years 
on the force. 
When 
Chief Greer began 
there were only three firemen 
and a chief. Now the depart­ 
ment has 25 full-time firemen 
and 17 volunteers. They are all 
expert swimmers and attend 
college fire science courses to 
help upgrade the service. 
They have all scaled the cliffs 
which have claimed more than 
100 lives along the 2 1-2 mile 
section of Devil’s Slide. Not a 
single fireman has lost his life 
during the hundreds of rescues 
performed. 
Captain Ken Donohue has 
dangled 
from 
the 
dizzying 
heights many times. 
"Each man must be atrained 
cliff-hanger 
and about 
half­ 
mountain goat,” said Donohue. 
"I remember once we had to go 
down five times in one three- 
week period. Then we didn’t 
have to make any rescues for a 
couple of months.” 
A lot of Devil’s Slide rescues 
were stranded hikers or sight­ 
seers. One man stopped along 
the dangerous curves of the 
Coast Highway to snap pic­ 
tures. He lost his footing and 
tumbled 200 feet before stop­ 
ping. A fireman went over the 
edge 
and 
wrapped 
a 
belt 
around 
the 
man 
who was 


shaken but not seriously hurt. 
After the man was hauled up 
he was greeted by a policeman 
with a citation. 
A sign nearby read: "Dange­ 
rous Area—Parking or Hiking 
Prohibited.” 
Others haven’t been so lucky. 
The worst accident in the past 
two years occurred August 14, 
1968, 
when 
a foreign 
car 
brushed against a truck and 
plummeted 200 feet through the 
air before striking the rocky 
face of the cliff. Three persons 
were killed. 
The worst tragedy was in 
1944 when nine persons died in 
a fiery plunge over the slide. 
The seaside fire department 
has other responsibilities which 
distinguish it from most com­ 
munity fire stations. 
Tidal waves have hit Pacifica 
several times bringing police 
and firemen out in force to help 
residents clear the debris and 
search for victims. 
In 
1958 a tidal wave hit 
Shelter Cove, at the southern 
tip of Pacifica and demolished 
Chief G reer’s residence along 
with 
several 
other 
beach 
houses. 
"Two 
firemen were busy 
boarding up the edge of a bar 
when they were hit by a wave 
and swept to the edge of the 


shoreline, but they miraculous­ 
ly survived,” G reer said. 
Another time firemen kept a 
chilly all-night vigU at Pedro 
Point to offer assistance to 
30-foot cruiser that was being 
storm • buffeted 
toward 
the 
rocky shore. Come morning, 
the storm subsided and the ship 
sailed safely away. It wasn’t 
even identified. 
More 
rewarding 
moments 
come, such as the time a 13 
year-old boy was digging a five- 
foot hole In the sand when it 
collapsed. The lad was buried 
to his neck by the time firemen 
arrived to pull him to firm er 
footing. 
And the cards and candies 
keep coming in. One woman 
from 
Fresno 
recently 
sent 
cookies with a thank-you card 
for pulling her from a car 
wreck. 
When Chief G reer gives up 
the reins of the department 
next year, he’ll have a lot of 
exciting days to remember. For 
him, it’s been a "very self- 
satisfying occupation.” 
As for his future? The 48- 
year-old chief plans to move to 
Seattle and return to college for 
a degree in business adminis­ 
tration, 
and then, hopefully, 
settle down to a less hazardous 
occupation.

Pressure on Israel 


WASHINGTON - With his genial, unas­ 
suming presence Secretary of State Wil­ 
liam P. R ogers has stepped into the 
lion’s 
den of the Arab - Israe li con­ 
flict. W hether as another Daniel he will 
survive unscathed is still uncertain. 
The first reaction 
to 
R ogers’ 
speech 
stating publicly 
for 
the first tim e that 
Israel must withdraw 
from 
the te rrito ry 
overrun in the six- 
day w ar in return for 
A rab guarantees of a 
binding 
peace 
has 
been favorable. This 
has been the A m eri­ 
can position private­ 
ly expressed for a long tim e. 
As a public posture intended to gal­ 
vanize the four p ow ers—B ritain, France, 
the Soviet Union and the United States, 
(which have been working for agreem ent 
on the Middle E ast — it may come too 
late. As the four have backed and filled, 
with long, 
quiescent, 
do-nothing p er­ 
iods, the undeclared w ar has steadily 
escalated. 
In continuing exchanges in 
the a ir and on the ground it has stopped 
just short of full-scale conflict. 
New to foreign policy when he accep­ 
ted the post to secretary a year ago, 
R ogers did his homework at the United 
Nations general assem bly in the fall. 
He had long talks with the A rab for­ 
eign m inisters in a sincere effort to 
go behind the propaganda speeches to try 
to learn the 
realities of th eir posi­ 
tion. One thing he found was th eir genu­ 
ine concern over increasingly total de­ 
pendence on the Soviet Union for both 
m ilitary and economic aid. 
Rogers saw at least a hope of w ill­ 
ingness to work tow ard a peaceful se t­ 
tlem ent that could see the end of te r­ 
rorism and rep risal for that te rro rism . 
Even from A lgeria, with which the United 
States broke off relations, cam e hints 
that at least partial ties like those with 
Egypt 
might be desirable. Out of these 
sm all but hopeful portents there evolved 
the public declaration of support for the 
United Nations resolution on te rrito ry 
and guarantees fiercely opposed by Is­ 
rael. 
But the se c re ta ry is under no illusions 
about the degree of success the Soviets 
have had in the Middle E ast. T heir 
propaganda b arrag e linking the United 
States and Israel in a conspiracy against 
the A rabs had been highly effective. 
Coupled with their aid it has meant a 
penetration deep into the M editerranean 
littoral and, beyond that, in A rab A frica. 
This gives added im portance to Rog­ 
e r s ’ A frican journey in February. He 
will go first to Morocco and 
Tunisia. 
The latter flanked by Libya, where the 
recent coup put N asser • like colonels 
in power, and A lgeria, which is tied to 
Moscow, Is understandable w orried about 
a position that has been pro-w estern and 
resistant to the dem ands of C airo. 
At least four countries to the south, 
including Kenya andCongo-Kinshasa, will 
be on the itinerary. It will be the first 
tim e a sec re tary of state in office has 
gone to A frica. That fact alone gives 
the journey a special significance. 
Not only did the sec re tary bite the 
bullet of a peace settlem ent, but he gave 
at least a glancing thought to the un­ 
thinkable. In a passage long debated in 
the departm ent and finally left in the 
draft of the speech, he talked about the 
Palestinian 
refugees. 
F or over 20 
years, he pointed out, the United States 
has provided virtually the entire support 
for the ever-increasing refugee popula­ 
tion at a cost of a half-billion dollars. 
Then in w ords bound to have loud re ­ 
percussions he said: 
"The problem posed by the refugees 
will become increasingly serious if their 
future is not resolved. T here is a new 
consciousness among the young P alestin­ 
ians, who have grown up since 1948, 
which needs to be channeled away from 
bittern ess and frustration tow ard hope 
and ju stice.’’ 
This may sound tepid, but within the 
context of the te rrib le hatreds and fears 
growing out of the whole P alestinian 
refugee problem it is bold. The tragic 
dilem m a of Israel as "v ic to r" in the six- 
day war grow s out of a greatly enlarged 
dominated population resorting to te rro r 
and violence that can be controlled only 
by the stern est repression. 


Israel, which close ties with the west 
and a rapidly expanding economy incor­ 
porating all of contem porary technology, 
has had a unique place in the Middle 
East. Opinion in the w est has with few 
exceptions favored the new nation su r­ 
rounded by a sea of turbulent A rabism . 
This im balance has been a source of deep 
resentm ent in the Arab world. 
Today opinion appears to be shifting. 
Two leading London new spapers, the 
T im es and the Sunday Tim es, recent­ 
ly. ran artic le s critical of Israe li tre a t­ 


ment of A rabs in the occupied te r r i­ 
to ries. C harges have come from various 
q u arters of the concentrationcam p-like 
treatm ent of subject peoples, the level­ 
ing of houses and even whole towns. 
T hese may be grim necessities, as the 
Isra elles see it, in the m idst of an 
alien and hostile population. But the con­ 
sequences in world opinion can be de- 
maging. R ogers’ declaration may at this 
point look like a possible way out.
